Many factors have contributed to this growing awareness: tele- 
vision, radio, movies, newspaper and magazine articles, along 
with many other influences, have all played an important part in 
emphasizing good health. However, a close study and observa- 
tion of many communities show one fact. The citizens in those 
communities where there is an organized Health Council or active 
Health Committee are the ones that are best informed and the 
ones who give the best support to all health activities. This bears 
out our firm conviction that there is no substitute for person to 
person education and actual participation in health programs. 

Searsrront can well be proud of the health services provided 
for its citizens in the year 1955. To mention a few of these ser- 
vices: 

3 Child Health Conferences have been held. 19 infant and 
pre-school children attended. 6 children were vaccinated against 
smallpox, 14 were protected against Diptheria, Whooping Cough 
and Tetanus. 

Folio vaccine was offered to the children in the First and 
Second grades, but the response to this service was very small. 

Your public health nurse has provided nursing care on a 
demonstration basis, and consultation with parents and groups 
through home visits and community activities. Consultation 
service to teachers and other schoo] personnel has been a regular 
activity of the Nurse’s program. As much as possible, efforts 
have been made to help solve school health problems by working 
cooperatively with the family and school. 

Good teamwork between the home, Community groups, 
Health Council and Health Workers points out the way toward 
an even more successful Community Health Program in 1956.

We found it necessary to install a new 
circulating motor in our Village School heating plant. 


Our tuition bill increased very substantially this year and 
that mainly takes care of the increase in the requested appropri- 
ation for next year. 


Neither storms, epidemics nor other causes have caused 
interruptions of our school program up to the present time. At- 
tendance has been outstandingly good.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Searsmont 


February 13, 1954 to February 11, 1955 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Searsmont 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 11, 
1955. -The audit included an examination of the financial records 
which were maintained by the town officers. The examination 
consisted of a review of cash transactions as well as an analysis 
of available funds and expenditures and the results are incorpo- 
rated in the following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the fiscal affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that expenditures ex- 
ceeded available funds by $354.16, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


OVerdral tsa. eee eo ee 3,181.06 
Unexpended Balances............ 2,826.90 
Net Overdratts.... . 354.16 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


The Audit also revealed that certain phases of municipal 
operations may be strengthened by favorable consideration of 
the following suggestions: 


When partial payments are received on tax mortgage 
liens, signed waivers should be obtained to protect 
the town’s foreclosure rights. 


Appropriation balances which are to be carried for- 
ward from year to year excepting those required to 
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be carried forward by law, should receive the ap-. 
proval of the voters. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $3,193.41 was reconciled with a bank 
statement furnished by the First National Bank of Belfast, 
Maine. A count of cash was made at the date of audit and recon- 
ciled with the closing balance at February 11, 1955. 


Other assets including taxes, accounts receivable, tax liens 
and tax acquired property, were reviewed and verification under- 
taken, on a test basis, to determine their validity at the year end. 
Unpaid accounts were also reconciled with the balances shown on 
the records of the selectmen. 


The anticipated state and federal participation for hurricane 
damage amounted to $2,787.23 and $932.50 respectively at the 
close of the current year. 


Liabilities 
The general fund habilities, as shown on the records, a- 


mounted to $4,005.00. This amount represents principally hurri- 
cane damage notes negotiated on authority of the townspeople. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended balance 
of $5,428.27 (Exhibit D) at the year end. This amount repre- 
sents various appropriation account balances and overdrafts 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal re- 
quirements or customary practice. 


Withholding tax deductions due the Director of Internal 
Revenue totaled $20.10 at February 11, 1955. Teachers’ retire- 
ment deductions from the previous year due the State of Maine 
amounted to $9.55. 


The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to $609.64, 
a decrease of $1,410.25 for the year. This change was occasioned 
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principally by the excess of expenditures over available funds and 
a town authorized transfer to bituminus treatment of state aid 
road No. 2. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a sepa- 
rate fund, reflects the outstanding bridge construction notes of 
$2,550.00, which are to be retired from revenues of future years. 


Trust Funds 


Transactions affecting funds held in trust by the town were 
reviewed. Fund principals of $13,650.00 and unexpended in- 
come of $2,262.39 were represented by time deposits and invest- 
ments. The savings accounts and investments of these funds 
were verified by physical check at the First National Bank of 
Belfast, Maine. 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available funds 
revealed an increase of $17,285.41 as compared with the preceding 
year. This change was occasioned principally by state and federal 
participation for hurricane damage, increased revenue from the 
state for snow removal and state aid roads and a higher tax levy. 
Changes in carrying balances, a transfer from surplus and pro- 
ceeds from notes issued were als) contributing factors. 

Expenditures for the same period increased by $15,730.51. 
This increase was reflected primarily in the hurricane damage, 
highway and educational accounts. A decrease in debt retire- 
ment was also a factor. 

A method of effectively canceling paid invoices should be 
adopted. This may be accomplished either by perforation or a 
rubber stamp device. 


General 


The examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
the townspeople voted to transfer $500.00 of excise tax revenue 
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to the New England Road account. It was also noted that the 
townspeople authorized the selectmen to transfer $1,000.00 each 
from the surplus and snow removal accounts to the bituminous 
treatment of state aid road No. 2. 

Taxes receivable of $413.34 for the 1947 and 1948 years were 
discharged in accordance with a vote of the townspeople at the 
annual town meeting. 

The transfer of $1,385.30 from third class road and special 
resolve maintenance to state aid roads No. 2 and No. 6 was made 
by the selectmen. In this respect it is believed that such a trans- 
fer should be made on authority of the voters in the same manner 
as other authorized transfers. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. External verifications, 
on a test basis, were utilized to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets and liabilities. Receipts, vouchers and canceled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major increases 
or decreases in revenue or expenditures, over previous years, were 
explored. Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Trust fund 
transactions were reviewed and the securities were verified by 
actual inspection. Surety bonds were examined. 

Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the muni- 
cipality were reviewed to determine that related financial trans- 
actions were properly administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed 
to the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting information fairly present the financial position of the 
town at February 11, 1955 and the results of its operations for 
the year then ended. .
